LANIER {5 currently involved in an 
in-depth study of the large 
Rashidiye refugee camp on the 
southern outskirts of Tyre, which, 
he believes, could serve as a model 
for the general socio-economic 
history of the Palestinians in South 
Lebanon, His intention is to incor- 
porate his findings in a book én the 
camp. 


Rashidiye, Lunir explains, was ᾿ 


first built by the French authorities 
in Lebanon in the early 1930s, to 
house survivors of the Armenian 
massacre in Turkey. Each refugee 
family was given a 10-dunam plot 


and participated in a small-scale ir- ἡ 


rigation project inthe area. 
In the early 1950s; however, the 


Soviet: Union managed to entice - 
: many of these refugees to settle in ~ 


Soviet Armenia, and Rashidiye was 
largely denuded of its original pop- 
ulation. 

Palestinians who had fled to 
Lebanon during the Israeli War of 
Independence and found temporary 
refuge in Marjayoun, Baalbek and 
other Lebanese towns and. villages 
were then brought logether’and set- 
tled in Rashidiye. It was only ἃ mat- 
ter of time before what remained of 


the camp's original Armenian in- 


habitants left, apparently unable to 
get along with the newcomers, and 
Rashidiye became an entirely 
Palestinian camp. 


“IT WAS NOT tong before the 


Palestinians began to integrate, 
themselves into the economy of the 
south, : . 

South Lebanon, prior to.their ar- 


-rival, was a largely run-down region, 


with most of Fhe large Jand-owning 
families finding it more profitable to 


-engage in business in Beirut than . 


agriculture in the south. ἡ 
The influx of 8 large rut 


tion — most of the Palestinians 
were fellahin — provided these ef- 
fendis with an almost limitless 
source of relatively cheap and ef- 
ficient agricultural labour, and 
agriculture suddenly became 
worthwhile once again. 

In actual fact, Lanir notes, the 
refugees did not really need to 
work. AH their basic requirements 
— food, housing, education, health 
services — «vere provided free of 
charge by the United Nations Relief 
Works Agency ({UNRWA). 

But, like refugees anywhere, they 
had ἃ burning desire to improve 
their lot. What they earned as day- 
workers for the effendis they could 
accumulate either to send a 
member of the family abroad to 
study — a favourite project — or to 
start a small business. This would be 
either in the camp itself or in 
neighbouring Tyre, where one en- 


tire street on the southern edge of 


the town closest to Rashidiye was 


- + occupied by Palestiniai-owned 
Kpopula- :" Peis : 


businesses. 
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There was another source of in- 
come which, according to Lanir 
many shrewd Palestinians appear to 
have taken advantage of — 
UNRWA rations. These were in 
very great demand, especially out- 
side the camp, where they. com- 
manded goad prices from the local 
Lebanese, It became a fairly 
widespread practice not 10 report 
deaths, the family of a deceased 
refugee continuing to draw his ra- 
tions: and selling them on the open 
market. 

The result was that the original 
camp began to jook less and less 
like a refugee camp and more and 
more like a fairly prosperous Arab 
village as the 1947 refugees ac- 
cumulated wealth and improved 
their surroundings. (In fact, says 
Lanir, it came to be referred to as 
“the village," ., .. to differentiate it 
from ihe “refugee camp” that 
sprung up on the plain below after 
1967.)

THEN CAME the PLO, alung with 
the new refugees who flowed into 
Rushidiye and ather camps in the 
ἄγοι, first after the Sia Day War in 
1967 and Juter in greater numbers,

. _ Lanir cautions against viewing 
the arrival of the PLO in a wholly 
negutive light. While it displayed 
unmistakable signs of being an in- 
lernational terrorist organizution, 
(here was much about the PLO that 
was positive — at least from the 
point of view of the Palestinian 
refugees, who clearly derived con- 
siderable social and economic 
benefits Tron its takeover of the 
camps. 

He believes that the deliberate 
demonizution of the PLO, par- 
ticularly in the weeks before und 
during the present cumpnign in 
Lebunon — in onder he suggests to 
justify that campaign — has been α 
decidedly negative development, 
impeding u dispassionate view of 
what is an extremely complex 
phenomenon. 

Nevertheless, there was at first 
some resentment, and apprehension 
that the brash newcomers aah up: 
set the more or less comfortable 
symbiosis thal he had developed 
between the refugees and the in- 
digenous population ever the years. 

In fact, the new arrivals, especial- 
ly those who came from Jordan in 
1970, viewed the original 1948 
refugees with some disdain, 
regarding them as sclf-seeking 
“bourgeois,” and appear to have 
had little to do with them. With 
UNRWA help, they built a new 
camp of their own, on the plain and 
along the beach below the original 
Rashidiye, and this was run by what 
Lanir calls the “armed oristecracy," 
in contradistinction .ta the 
“moneyed aristocracy" that ran the 
old camp on the hill. 

Within three years, however, the 
new camp became far and away the 
more affluent of the two. Lanir says 
that the IDF soldiers who overran 
the camp in the current campaign 
were amazed at the wealth they 
found there — the latest hi-fi 
systeins and electronic gadgetry in- 
side most of the homes, and a dis- 
proportionate number of Mercedes 
and BMW ‘cars parked outside 
many of them, : 


HOW DID THIS come about? 
Quile simply, Lanir explains; the 
varlous groups constituting the 
PLO, all of which were active in 
Rashidiye, had access (o huge sums 
of money and were prepared to 
spend this liberally to win almost 
universal support in the camp, 

Any Palestinian in the camp 
would receive a monthly income of 
anything between LP700 and LP 
1,000—the equivalent of the, average 
monthly Income of.an agricultural 
worker on the effendis’ estates :-— 
simply by joining one of the PLO 
“militias.* In addition, his. wife 
would receive about LP650 for 
herself, and each child, from birth 


ἴα the ρὲ of 16, LP25 a month.. 


When‘a child turned [6 and joined 
the PLO's Ashbal youth movement, 
he would receive a monthly slipend 
- of LP650, = 

Palestinian families being the size 
they are, monthly incomes of up to 
LP4,000 — four tintes what a fellah 
could carn — were not uacommon. 
What is more, ail the new recruit 
had to do in return was undergo a 
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very brief basic training course, sign 
on for a weapon, take part in a few 
parades — and, when the call came, 
rally to the flag. 

While the 1947 refugees in the 

original camp tended at first to 
resist joining the PLO, it was not 
long before the old relationship 
between them and the Lebanese εἴς 
fendis began to break down. As the 
PLO took over many groves in the 
urea to sel up military bages and 
{raining camps, and the increased 
incidence of artillery exchanges and 
IDF bombing raids kept workers at 
home, many effendis simply stop- 
ped working their jand, 
. Meanwhile, the huge sums of 
money which the PLO put into cir- 
culation in the camp created In- 
flationary pressures which bit deep- 
ly into the real value of eurnings 
from agricultural labour, and the 
fellahin began to find that it did ‘not 
pay lo go out to work for what in the 
past hud been a reasonable income 
but now was litlle more than ἃ pil- 
tance. Especially when a family 
could earn up to four times as much 
simply by Joining one of the PLO 
groups, which many, in fact, did. 


THOSE WHO aiill chose to work 


_in agriculture qlso began to benefit 


‘from the intervention of the PLO, 
especially the Marxist-oriented 
groups such 88 George Habnsh’s 


‘ Popular Front for the Liberation: of 


Palestine (PFLP) and .Nayef 


eroded the uld fellah effendi 
relationship. One of the chief com- 
plaints he hears from large effendi 
families, such as the Khalils in Tyre, 
is that among the mos! pernicious 
results of the PLO's arrival in South 
Lebanon was that the Palestinian 
fellahin in the camps became “poor 
workers," demanding more moncy 
for less work, 

In addition to organization of 
labour, the PLO ulso became in- 
creasingly involved in all other 
aspects of socio-economic life in the 


camp. a: 
[secured control of all service in 
the camp — including those 


provided by UNRWA, which 
treated the PLO as the de facto tocal 
authority and relied almost ex- 
clusively on inhabitants of the 
cump, most of whom were now PLO 
members, to man its operation. 
The result was thal even in 
UNRWaA-tun schools (there were 
three in Rashidiye, two elementary 
and one high school) and clinics, 
PLO influence was paramount. 
Lunir dues not know to what extent 
the actual curriculum in the schools 


_ was influenced by the PLO — large 


quantities of seized textbooks are 
now heing studied — but he points 
out that classroom walls were 
plustered with PLO posters. 

The official curriculum, however, 
wus Lebanese. Whatever extra- 
curricular indoctrination the 
PLO-affiflated teachers might have 
engaged in, it appears that the cur- 
ticulum was followed. Lanir notes that 
education standards in Rashidiye 
were high, and the high school 
graduates tended to do very well in 


their final state-run ex- 
uminations, 


THE HEALTH services provided 
by UNRWA were also “infiltrated™ 
by the PLO — the local doctor, we 
learned on a visit to the camp last 
month, had been detained by the 
IDF as a suspected PLO member — 
which supplemented them with ser- 
vices of its own. It encouraged 
foreign volunteers, doctors and 
nurses, mainly from Scandinavia, to 
work in the-camp, and also made 
Contracts with several of the large 
private hospitals in Tyre.

In fact 
they became, to all intents and pur- 
poses, exclusive PLO establish- 
ments, an integral part of the free 
health insurance scheme the 
Organization provided for its 
members in the camp.

-- including the impressive new es- 
tablishmept run by Dr.- Ghassan 
Hamoud — wore also under

Another extremely important ser- 
vice provided by the PLO in 
Rashidiye — and one which, Lanir 
Suggests, may have enticed many of 
those camp inhabitants who had. 
somehow managed lo withstand. its 
financial inducements — was ‘aip- 
raid shelters, An effective shelter, 
built of reinforced concrete, was 


“clearly beyond the means of most 


résidents of the camp, and became 
Inoreasingly necéssary ag IDF - at 
tacks on PLO bases in-dnd around 


Rashidiye became more common. 


‘The PLO would undertake to bulld 
these shelters for its mémbers,. ap- 


-"PLO grp 
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one in every three houses has, in 
fact, been destroyed, ostensibly 
because it contained what the 1DF 
escort describes as a “bunker.” 
Lanir draws attention to the curious 
unwillingness of the IDF to 
recognize that there was an authen- 
tic need for shelters in the camp, 
and even though some of them may 
indeed have contained weapons or 
even explosives, the primary pur- 
pose of most of them was clearly to 
protect civilians when the camp 
came under bombardment.) 

The provision of the best medical 
care available and the construction 
of shelters were clearly high-priority 
projects for the PLO in the camps. 
It was extremely important that the 
effect on the local population of 
Israeli attacks on PLO targets in the 
camp be minimized as much as pos- 
sible, to avoid the kind of resent- 
ment that occurred in Nabatiye and 
other towns in South Lebanon, 
where the local populations were 
nol provided with adequate protec- 
tion. 


ANOTHER FIELD in which the 
PLO was very active was the 
organization of cultural and 
recreational activities. These in- 
cluded handicraft groups, such as 
Palestinian embroidery for the 
women and girls and, most impor- 
tant, a wide range of activities for 
youth. 

Each of the groups making up the 
PLO had its own youth movement, 
the equivalent of Fatah's Ashbal— 
which, Lanir notes, has erroneously 
been portrayed as a paramilitary 
organization, when in fact, even 
though its members did receive 
some weapons training, it was more 


_in the nature of a sports club, 


Meinbers of these groups, he cau- 
tions, should by no means be con- 
fused with the so-called “RPG 
kids,” who were usually orphans 
and other difficult social cases who 
for one reason or another had left 
their families and moved into PLO 
military bases. There they were 
laken care of and given some 
military training, which included 
the use of the Soviet-made RPG 
anti-tank gronades, Even their role, 
Lanir says, has been grossly exag- 
gerated in the media, and they were 
certainly not part of the PLO’s 
regional defence plan, 

The main purpose of these 
recreational and youth activities, 
Lanir explains, was to rekindle a 
sense of Palestinian identity, which 
had largely disappeared before the 
PLO arrived in the camp, and also 
16 generate enthusiasm for the 
PLO's goal of a popular. “war of 
liberation” against Israel, 

Parades were held every couple 
of weeks, with all the trappings, in- 
cluding 8 youth band and, usually, a 
visiting PLO dignitary — sometimes 
even Yasser Arafat himself. 


THERE CAN BE little doubt that 
the PLO did manage to rekindle a 
strong Sense of national pride in the 
camp’s refugees, — an achievement 
which, Lanir suggests; should ποῖ δε.

At the last, it would seem, the 
PLO had made u great many fair. 
weather friends in the camps — by 
few deeply-committed converts, [t 
had given much, transforming 
Rashidiye at very great expense into 
something approaching-a “social 
welfare state,” and gained very little 
in return. 


THERE IS ANOTHER side to the 
coin, however. Lunir notes that the 
Palestinian refugees in South 
Lebanon have just gone through 
another traumatic experience, in 
some sense analagous to that of 
1947-48. Many have again lost their 
homes, and livelihoods and once 


. again feel badly let down by what 


they lad come to regard as their 
authentic leadership. 

What is more, he points out, the 
myth of the demonic Zionist which 
the PLO had so assiduously 
cultivated in the past decade was εἰ. 
fectively shuttered by the actual en- 
counter with the IDF, 

This overwhelming sense of con- 
fusion and disorientation, as well ἃς 
the obliteration of its entire socio- 
economic base, Lanir argues could 
conceivably have provided Israel 
with a rare opportunily to cultivate 
the goodwill of a once hostile 
Palestinian population and go some 
way towards making it impervious 
in the future to the type of hate 
propaganda it had been subjected to 
by the PLO, Ξ 

To date, Lanir claims, Israel bas 
done little or nothing to take advan- 
tage of this opportunity, and time is 
running out. 

Many of the refugees have been 
rendered homeless, and Israel could 
generate a great deal of goodwill by 
taking the initiative in providing 
some sort of solution. 

Even before that, much might be 
gained, he suggests, by releasing 
many of the 9,000 “terrorists” now 
reportedly being held by the IDF. 
He notes that a good number of 
these are only technically members 
of the PLO, having joined one of 
another of the militias, as did most 
eligible men in the camps, in- 
dicating that a distinction should 
perhaps be drawn between these 
and the hard-core PLO members. 

He points out that the 9,000-odd 
men being held in the camp built 
outside the village of Ansar in South 
Lebanon at very great expense have 
88 many as 60,000 relatives in the 
camps. These people, are becoming 
increasingly hustile to israel, as they. 
fail to understand why their men 
folk are still being held. —

THE QUEST for quality was always 
foremost in the minds of opponents 
of the INO, and the argument that it 
was better to have some opera, 
however inferior, rather than none 
at all, did nol carry weight with 
fessionals.

Nationul Opera 
closed its doors on July 31, the 
Culture Division of the ministry be- 
ing responsible for ensuring propet 
compensation for its former 
employees. A new Opera Ensemble 
in Isracl, will be formed, which will 
cooperate closely with an existing 
orchestra and choir. In appreciation 
of the pioneering efforts of Edis de 
Philippe, her name incorporated in 
the title of the new company. 

A search is being made for an ar- 
listic director to lead and direct this 
ensemble — not an easy task. The

ALEM has less tourists this 
ala in previous summers.

but I would not exactly call it a 
masterpiece. | was sorry that 
although Yemini’s Barbeque is only 
a few steps from the market, most of 
the vegetables were not fresh, but 
dehydrated. 

As for my companion, his onion 
soup was somewhat tastier though it 
too had been made with dehydrated 
onions. We spent some time Irying 
to decide if this soup had come from 
a packet, and concluded that it 
probably had. 


The main course of the daily 
special, going for IS 120, was ex- 
tremely generous. In addition to 


two large meatbails in a tomato: 


sauce, peas and carrots, there was 
cooked cabbage and a large portion 
of mejadra. ἃ local dish of lentils and 
rice cooked together. 

My companion ordered the fillet 
steak and received a nice large 
piece of meat, accompanied by 
fresh chips. The meat, however, had 
a strange taste, as if it might be a les~ 
ser cut that had been tenderized. As 
for the chips, those that were

thoroughly cooked were quite good, 
but this was not true of all of them. 
Some were definitely underdone. 

The Turkish coffee was quite 
good. In the absence of Goldstar, 
we both had a bottle of Maccabi 
beer. 

The bill came to 18467 a sum that, 
while hardly excessive, is not all that 
small when compared to other 
bargain restaurants in town, Still, 
we did get plenty to eat, 


FOR THOSE who would like to 
make their own mejadra al home, it 
is quite easy if you soak the lentils in 
advance. For about six portions, 
soak a cup of brown lentils over- 
night in a bowl of water. 

Fry a large sticed onion in a 
generous amount of oil in a heavy 
pot. When the onion is very welt 
done, almost burnt, remove it and 
leave the oil, Fry about a cup of 
white, long-grained rice in the same 
oil, stirring constantly, until the rice 
is transluscent. Drain the lentils and 
add them to the rice, leaving them 
to fry for a minute or two. ᾿ 

Add about half a teaspoon of salt 
and boiling water, to cover the rice 
by’ about two centimetres., Cover 
well and lower the flame. Simmer 
until the rice is done and all the 
water absorbed, The mejadra can be 
kept warm almost indefinitely. Top 
each portion with some of the fried

This creates “a 
restival atmosphere," he suid, ufeel- 
ing that with so many events jam- 
packed into u brief period, “people 
dont know what to go to lirst.” 

Fle has modified the customary 
selection of music as well. 

“IT didn't see any point in having 
More ‘regular concerts’ with a big 
soloist and a big conductor," he 
said, asking rhetoricully, “How can 
you outdo a season that has Bern- 
stein and Isaae Stern, Mehta and’ 
Ashkenazi? Sot thought it would be 
enough if we have the kind of excel- 
ient musical performances we don't 
have enough of during the season.” 

Paz alsé had it in mind τὸ take 
greater advantage of Israel as a 
unique venue for a festival. 

“We wanted to make this festival 
a little different from any fesival in 
any other place — to emphasize the

Israeli works and Israeli urtists, 
especially in the field of theatre, are 
also being emphasized. One play, to 
he presented by the Haifa 
Municipal Theatre, offers a new 
concept uf the Gulem. Another is a 
revival of the long-dormant 
theatrical production, Ming Solomon 
und the Cobbler which Paz considers 
“the best Israeli musival ever 
done.” 

Further highlighting the Jewish 
character of much of the festival is 
an evening of religious and secular 
ethnic songs, devoted to the music 
uo} North African, Yemenite, Eust 
European (Hassidic) and Jerusalem 
Sephardi communities. This 
Programme illustrates the kind of 
variation Paz thought it important 
tu include in the festival. "We tried 
lo cater (to ull sections of the 
culture-consuming population. The 
festival has sumething for 
evurybouy,"* he said. 


ONCE HE had an overall concep- 
tion of what he wanted in the 
festival Paz had to begin building 
each individual programme. 

From his Israeli colleagues in the 
arts, he sought originality and ways 
in which their productions, already 
familiar to local audiences, could be 
specially adapted for the purpose of 
the festivul, For example, could a 
theatre group or dance troupe per- 
form one of its works in a special 
selting, or would tsraeli artists team 
up with a foreign partner in an 
original co-production? Kei Takei 
in ἃ special. performance with the 
Kibbutz Dance Company combines 
all three possibilities, as the 
American modern dance company” 
joins that from the kibbutzim, 


FINDING suitable foreign com- 
panies to perform at the festival 
seemed, from Paz's description of 
the process, to be a combination of 
contact-making, personal initiative 
and intuition. : 

One “very good marketplace,” he 
said, was the annual meeting of the 
European Association of Music 
Festivals, “where we exchange 
ideas and find out which . forcign 
companies are touring.” This, 


however, was the only established 
foreign resource he could draw 
upon alter he took over as Isracli 
director; whatever other contacts 
he needed he had to make himself. 

“The telephone is very important 
here," said Paz, adding magazines, 
visits, friends and experts to the list 
of essentials for a festival director. 
He stressed the kind of couperstion 
that, exists among people in his 
business — “they are in the sume 
position as | am, looking for ideas 
and ready to sell their own com- 
panies” — and the impoutance of 
travelling to as many gatherings of 
the performing arts as possible. He 
has been abroad three times since 
November. 

One trip took him to Louisville, 
Kentucky and the festival of 
American theatre art held there. 

“They have all the new produc- 
tious playing from Friday afternoon 
until Sunday night, and they inviled 
American producers and agents and 
theatre directors and also some 
from abroad. We sat there for a 
long weekend and saw lots of plays 
and lots of actors and you got 
ideas.” 

He has made the trips for other 
Tedsons as well, 

“I insist on seeing the produc- 
tions myself before bringing them: 
first to see if they are really as good 
as they were wrilten up or | was 
told, and secondly to see if I feel 
they are also good for the tsrucli 


. audiences... There’s no need to see 


an orchestra because you can hear a 
record, but when it comes to theatre 
or dance, only sometimes can a 
good videotape be a substitute." 


BOOKING the foreign companies 
is only one link in the chain of ar- 
Tangements; properly -outfitting 
those who are coming with each of 
their specific technical require- 
ments is another, Paz, together with 
his small production staff,” is 
Sweating out that last prolem: less 
than four weeks before the opening, 
several groups had still not sent in 
the details of what they will need. 
“We would hope to know what 
they need long in advance, but in 
Most cases we get this information 
with very short notice and it's not 
always the kind of information that 
we need, Then we have to go back 
τὰ forth with letters and telephone 
calls, : 
"We have to have the exact 
lighting ‘plan, the exact stage and 
equipment that they need. Do they 
need three stage hands in addition

Ten 
theatre productions, as varied und 
as original as could be wished [or, 
will tour Israel during the Festival 
weeks, 

Some of the productions are from 
abroad, notably the U.S., Rumanin 
and Argentina. Others are totally 
Israeli Theatre, 

Of the latter, the first big surprise, 
π part of the opening theatre event, 
is Jerusalem Evening... programme 
of music and drama at the 
Jerusalem Theatre.

BUT TRADITIONALLY theatre 
does tell a story, and in Yossele 
Golem, playwright Daniel Horowitz 
tells a story that is very old. In 10 
scenes, cach about six minules long, 
the story of Jewish survival is 
related and commented upon. 

The yearnings, so deeply rooted 
in the Jewish soul, for the ap- 
pearance of asaviour, result, in one 
scene, In the building of the title 
character, a golem made of clay, to 
serve as a man-made Messiah. 

The scenes also show the routes 
of survival, from refugees to forced 
conversion...and secret Jewishness. 
Staged by the Haifa Municipal 
“Theatre, the music is by Yossi Mar- 
Haim, and Horowitz co-directs with 
Dr. Ya’akov Raz. The play is 
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universal in ils appeal. 

Although Natan Allerman wrote 
King Solomon and the Cobbler for 
the theatre slage, the Tel Aviv 
Cameri Theatre troupe has adapted 
it for open uir appearances and 
made it seem as if it might have 
been written to be played on the 
banks of the Yarkon. Featuring Illi 
Gorliizki, Yona Atari and Mikki 
Kamm, the highly amusing and 
moralistic tale of the wise king and 
the equally wise cobbler is uccom- 
panied by the music of Sasha Agrov 
and directed by Shmuel Bunim, 


HEADING UP the entertainment 
programme offered by foreign 
groups is the American Repertory 
Theatre (ART). The Boston-based 
group, who offer performances year 
round at the Loeb Centre near Har- 
vard will present four comic plays 
by Moliere, Sganerelle, The Forced 
Marriage, The Flying Physician and A 
Dumb Show (based oh A Doctor in 
Spite of Himself) directed by Andre 
Serban, will be presented in serveral 
Israeli cities and towns. Sganerelle, 
the miser, is played by four different 
actors, developing the role 
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throughout his life. 

The Moliere skits are presented 
with humour and grace, and a lot of 
acrobatic gestures. American 
reviewers ulmost unanimously 
found the presentation hilurious, 
and since we know that Israelis like 
American humour, it should find a 
charmed audience here. : 

Also presented by ART will be 
the opera that Bert and Kurt never 
wrole, Dreck-Vile, a satiricul, 
humorous trip through America 
with Berthold Brecht, Helena 
Weigel, Kurt Weil and Lotte Lenya, 
all exiled from Germany. The play 
is quick, sharp and has a lot to say 
about the goldene medine. 

Going on to the serious, and cer- 
tainly any atlempl to reat the Viet- 
nam war is serious, we have Rui- 
down by Robert Aluetta. Under the 

direction of Bill-Foeller a veteran of 
the war in Vietnam looks at the 
America he has come home to, and 
doesn’t like it.. Vainly he tries to 
recreate the world he once knew. 
He fails, but his attempts tell all of 
us something about our own fan- 
tasies and the way thal we grop [or 
reality. : '

LIKE STRAVINSKY's Firebird, the 
Isracl Festival has again arisen from 
the ashes lo take flight as in past 
yeurs. Since 1961, when Aharon Zvi 
Propes started the yearly festival, 


the summer cyents not only 


projonged the concert season by 
another month, but they gave 
tourists and israeli audiences many 
outstanding programmes and 
presentations which otherwise 
would hardly ever have been heard 
or seen in Israel. Since we 
elaborated on some of them in our 
lust weekend issue (see “Music & 
Musicians," August 6), we can now 
look nhead and study the seemingly 
endless list of events offered by the 
festival. 

Led by Gideon Paz, the former 
Executive Vice-President of the 
America-fsrae] Cultural Founda- 
tion, the Israel Festival has incor- 
porated the “Jerusalem Spring 
Festival and turned it into a 
“Jerusalem Autumn Festival” in as 
nuch as we have an autumn in 
Isrnel, But despite the addition of 
Jerusalem to the name of the 
Festival, Tel Aviv still gets the lion’s 
share of bookings. Of the 162 per- 
formances announced, Tel Aviv 
gets 72, Jerusatem only 43, Haifa — 
19, Cacsarea — nine, Beersheba — 
four, Beit She'an — four, Ein Hod 
and Ein Hashofet three cach, Kfar 
Sava — two and Ein Gev — one. 
Since all 162 events take place 
within the span of only 17 days 
{September 1 — 19), many will be 

* simuliancous. 

Paz does nol sce any danger in 
this, since the programmes vary-in 
‘character and type and cater to 
widely different audiences. In addi- 
tion to all that, three groups — from 
Holland, Germany and Israel — will 
take to the streets to give perfor- 
manees of folk music; jazz, parade 
Juggling ‘nnd ‘fire torches, puppet 
shows and, similar.stunts. The dates 


and times will be announced, There - 
will algo be ‘workshops jn dance, 


music and theatre with visiting ar 
tists performing at the festival, 
In. Jerusalem, the: performances 
‘will bs held in several places: most

In‘ Tel Aviv 23 programmes will 
be staged at the Neve Tzedek 
Theatre Centre, 18 at the Mann

Theatre. Four events will take place 
at the Hayarkon Park 
Amphitheatre, and one — “Jazz- 
n'Blues"’ — will be at the Tel Aviy 
Hilton Hotel. 

Waifa performances will all be at 
the Haifa Theatre and the 
Auditorium. Two Roman 
Amphitheatres will be used: the one 
at Caesarea will see nine perfor- 
Mances, and the onc at Beit She’an 
will host four. {n Kfar Sava, the two 
Performances will be held at the 
Cultural Centre. Beersheba's per- 
formances will be at the Municipal 
Theatre. : 
A LOOK AT the festival program- 
me will show that no symphony con- 
certs are listed — Gideon Paz main- 
tains that the Israel Festival should 
try not to repeat programmes which 
are in any case presented to Israeli 
audiences during the season, 

Although Elijah by Mendelssohn 
and The Creation by Haydn are oc- 
ensionally given during the season, 
the inclusion of these two famous 
Oratorios may add interest; partly 
because of the participation of 
foreign choirs collaboraling with 
local orchestras. Elijah will have no 
less than three cholr groups: the 
Berlin Concert Choir, the Scottish 
Chorus, and the Zamir Chorale of 
Jerusniem; of the soloists, only 
Israeli‘ contralto Mirna Zakai is 
known, the foreign soloists Arlene 
Auger, soprano, Werner Holweg, 
tenor, and bass Bernd Weikl are

Musically, the work belongs at 
the end of his “neo-classical” 
period. It is his first full-length 
opera, lasting from two and a half to 
three hours, and it took him nearly 
two years to write each of the three 
acts, an unusually long time for 
Stravinsky. When premiered al the 
I4th International Festival of 
Contemporary Music in Venice 
(with La Scala contributing the 
chorus and-the orchestra, and the 
composer himself conducting a cast 
of famous singers), it became an im- 
mediate success in Europe. 

Benjamin Britten saw a Noh play 
in Tokyo in 1956 for the first lime, 
He writes: “I was lucky enough dur- 
ing my brief stay there to see two 
different performances of the same 
play — “Sumidagawa.” The whole 
occasion made a trendous impres- 
sion on me: the simple, touching 
story, the economy of style, the in- 
tense slowness of the action, the 


marvellous skill and control of the 
performers, the beautiful costymes, 
the mixture of chanting, speech, 
singing, which, with the three in- 
struments, made up the strange 
music — it all offered a totally new 
operatic experience.” 
“Sumidagawa"™ is a classic Noh 
play, written by Juro’ Motomasa 
(1395-1431). Since if is a 
madwoman piece, certain Noh 
conventions ar¢ observed, The 
heroine has periods of madness 
caused by the fact that she is a sor- 
rowing mother looking for her lost 
child. Traditionally, she is cured 
when she finds the child. 
“Sumidagawa” ends with the 
woman in despair — but Curlew 
River nds in hope. The parable is 
transferred to a medieval church 
near the river, bearing the name of a 
bird that resembles the seagull. The 
cry of the bird “‘cur-cur-cur-lew"” is 
echoed in the music. In contrast Lo 
the original Noh. play, the church 
parable ends when the spirit of the 
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child tells its mother “Go your way 
in peace,..,.We shall meet in 
Heaven"; freed from her madness 
the mother prays, and the abbot re- 
minds the congregation of God's 
grace and snys "In hope, in peace, 
ends our mystery,” ; 

Though the composer prescribed 
that no conductor should be used, it 
is customarily led by a conductor. In 
our case, Uri Segal will direct 
members of the Israel Chamber 
Orchestra. The all-male cast will 
also include a boy — even the 
madwoman is played by a man, ac- 
cording to the Noh tradition. The 
English libretto was written by Wil- 
liam Plomer who has taught in 
Japan. Britten wrote altogether 
three church parables: Curlew River 
in 1964, 7he Burning Flery Furnace 
in 1966, and The Prodigal Son in 
1968, all three with William Plomer 
providing the words. Curlew River is 
Britten at his-best. {ts inclusion in 
the Festival is the first performance 
of a Britten opera in fsrael. 


Best wishes for ihe success

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CHAMBER MUSIC, a mainstay in 
earlier festivals, is offered spuringly. 
A string quartet, a brass ensemble, 
some choirs. The Philip Jones Brass 
Ensemble is world famous. Four 
trumpets, four trombones, a tuba 
and a French hom form an ensemble 
which presents music from the [Sth 
to the 20th century. They will give 
concerts on their own al Lin 
Hashofet (1329) and at the 
Jerusalem Theatre (15/9), and they 
will perform, together with the 
“Rinat" National Choir, conducted 
by Stanley Sperber, works ranging 
from: Gabrieli, Monteverdi, via 
Beethoven, Britten to Harlap and 
Folk Songs at Tel Aviv’s Mann 
Auditozium (16/9). 

The Budapest Madrigal Choir, 
which appears in Vivaldi's Juditha 
Triumphans will also give a recital 
with music from the !6th and 17th 
centuries leading to works by Bar- 
tok, Stravinsky and Kodaly. 
Founded in the carly °50s, the 
ensemble consists of selected 
singers, making it more of a chunber 
ensemble than a choir. Ferenc 
Szekeres, its conductor, a former 
student of Zoltan Kodaly, formed 
the group from past students of the 
Music Academy in Budapest. Euch 
of his singers is able to fill in on any 
solo part in their programmes. Since 
1959, the Budapest Madriga! Choir 
has regularly toured in many 
countries on both sides of the iron 
curtain. 

The only string chamber group in 
this festival will be the Vermeer 
Quartet from the U.S. Leader is 
Isracli violonist Shmuel Ashkenazi, 
who started his studies with Ilona 
Feher in Israel, and later moved to 
the U.S. to study with Efrem Zim- 
balist at the Curtis Institute in 
Philadelphia. In 1959, he won 
seventh prize at the Queen 
Elizabeth Contest in Belgium and 
later second prize in the 
Tchaikovsky Competition in 
Moscow, He has since lived in the 
United States, und in 1970 formed 
the quartet. His second violin, Pier- 
re Menard, studied in Quebec, 
Canada and at Juilliard in New 
York, with Dorothy Delay, Yvan 
Galamian and the Juilliard Quartet; 
he is a member of the quartet since 
its beginnings. In 1980, Bernard 
Zaslav, viola, joined the group, after 
spending two years under George 
Szell in the Cleveland Orchestra 
and freelancing with other famous 
quartets. He also made many 
recordings. Marc Johnson, cello, 
studied at Eastman, Rochester, and 
al Indiana University. He has many 
awards to his credit. It seems that 
the name of the quartet is a purely 
accidental — Jan Vermecr of Delft, 
one of the masters. of the Dutch 
School of art (1632-1675), is, not 
known for any particular musical 
abilities. The occasional imtroduc- 
tion of musical instruments in his 
pictures are part and parcel of the 
culture in his time. The quartet will 
give a special concert, with Joseph 
Kalichstein (anather Israeli living 
abroad) as soloist, in works by 
Beethoven and Schumann, and will 
perform several concerts 
throughout the country, with 
quartets by Haydn, Bartok, 
Mendeksohn and Beethoven.

In-Fusion of talent 


THERE'S BEEN some confusion 
over the term Fusion, so let's start 
by trying to pin it down. 

The term first surfaced in the late 
1960s. Fusion was used to describe 
the “new thing" that certain jazz 
and rock musicians were coming up 
with on the odd occasions when 
they would even speak to each 
other, The idea was to “fuse” ele- 
ments of jazz and rock, much as in 
the previous decade “Third 
Stream" musicians were trying to 
blend elements of jazz and classical 
forms. Third Stream never won 
more than a select audience, and 
Fusion was to prove equally con- 
troversial. 

Many musicians embraced Fu- 
sion, and for obvious reasons. A 
crealive drummer or guitarist could 
gel damn frustrated whumping the 
same beat or chord for hours on end 
bchind some howling rock singer. A 
Fusion ensemble, sans vocalist, 
would finally give him a chance to 
show his stuff, even soloing up 
front. From the other end of the 
fuse, juzz musicians, even the best 
ones, were having trouble putting 
bread on the table, and the pop ex- 
plosion of the Sixties only made this 
worse for the pure jazzman. 

Jazz urtists like Davis started -lo 
play with the .incorporation of 
rock’s Solid beats and stripped- 
down harmonics into their compusi- 
lions. This was as legilimate an ex- 
ploration as carlier ventures into 
Latin rhythms, Middle Eastern 
sounds, or classical structures. But 
purists howled about selling out to 
the taste of the pop mob. Well, that 
was a happy by-product. A Fusion 
albuin like Miles Davis's Bitches 
Brew set new sales records for jazz, 
And while they happily pocketed 
their previously undreamed-of ear- 
nings, the jazzmen maintained they 
weren'| going pop, but rather were 
exposing pop audiences to more 
sophisticated forms of music. 


THAT was the idea, anyway. Many 
critics were’ not convinced. 
Downbeat, the lop American jazz 


publication, had always eschewed - 


Anything that had to do with rock, 


"and frankly wasn't sure how [0 cope 
-with the phenomenon. The only 


way to cope, of course, was to 
listen, And what listeners found was 
that, as in any music, there was 
good, middling and awful, 


τς Davis, of course, was loo good a 
‘| musician to do anything really 
shameful. -His' playing remained “᾿ 


peerless, and sq did_ his laste in 
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selection of sidemen. On Bitches 
Brew and subsequent albums, he 
worked with younger musicians like 
guilarists Larry Coryell and John 
McLaughlin, bassist Stanley Clarke, 
and planist Chick Corea. These 
musicians, and many others would 
go on to fuse on their own, cheer- 
fully putting together the elements 


of the rock and jazz which they had ἡ 


all long loved, 

The purists, of course, remained 
sceptical, Jazz fans complained of 
watered-down, truckling-to-the- 
masses music, Pop freaks said they 
wanted their rock raw and raunchy, 
without the frills of instrumental 
riffs. But there was a good deal of 
‘cross-over in audiences, which 
shouldn't have hurt anybody. 

And eventually there was a good 
deal of crossing back. Snipers smug- 
ly said they knew all along that Fu- 
sion would degenerate into dan- 
dified Disco, and they were right, 
Rockers reacted by flocking to New 
Wave, which was nothing more than 
ἃ return to the basics of Fifties 
fever, Jazzmen, wondering if they 
might be losing their fine edge in 
Fusion, started turning back to 
more thoughtful composing and less 
bombastic back-ups. 


MOST of the jazzmen participating 
in the 1982 Israel Festival have had 
their trans-Fusion, and it will be in- 
teresting to sce just where they 
stand, musically, this season. 

A chief attraction is Larry 
Coryell. Born in Galveston, Texas, 
in 1943, Coryell made his recording 
debut in 1966 with Chico Hamilton 
and went on to form one of the 
earliest Fusion bands, The Free 
Spirits, Later he did extensive work 
with Gary Burton, Corea and 
McLaughlin, and after making a 
name for himself as one-of the best 
electric guitarists around, startled 
everyone with his astonishing 
acoustic duets witli Phil Catherine 
and Steve Khan, - 

Pianist-vocalist Les McCann has 
had as busy a musical background 
as can be imagined. Nurtured on 
Baptist church music as a child in his 


. native Lexington, Kentucky, Mc- 


Cann, was into mainstream jazz 
when he caught the attention of 
Miles:Davis and Cannonball Adder- 
ly out on the West Coast. McCann 
would later help father Fusion, help 
bring Roberta Flack-to prominence, 


and tour Europe:and Africa with 
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Santana, Ike and Tina Turner, and 
others. 

Drummer Billy Cobham alsc 
makes his home in Switzerland. A 
native of Panama, 38-year-old 
Cobham was raised in New York, 
went to Manhattan's famed High 
School of Music and Art, and first 
came to prominence in 1973 in the 
Mahavishnu Orchestra. Ηἰς first 
group, actually formed some years 
before this, was called The Jaz 
Samaritans, and his latest ensemble 
carries the name The Glass 
Menagerie, which is also the title of 
one of his recent albums, 


WE'RE also looking forward ἐν 
pecially to trumpeter Allen Vizzutti, 
and for two very good reasons — 
first because we've never heard 
him, and second, because we know 
he comes with some very strong ¢i- 
dorsements. A very young (he's 0) 
veteran of Woody Herman's later 
Herds, Vizzutti has put his brass up 
against that of Stan Getz, Gerry 
Mulligan, Dizzy Gillespie and 
Chuck Mangione, and that's very 
good compuny indeed. Born in Mis- 
soula, Montina (honest), Allen 
studied’ ut the Eastman School of 
Music in Rochester, toured with 
Chick Corea und has since done 
solo’ albums which have won 
praise both for his technique and for 
his composition. 


PERHAPS THE TWO best-knowa 
of the jazzmen who'll be here are 
Airto Moreira, the Brazilian 
percussionist-composer, and Jon 
Hendricks, a third of the Lambert, 
Hendricks and Ross trio which 
made vocal waves in the Sixties. 

Moreira has been based in the 
US. since 1968, and has served a ἃ 
sideman with such notables 85 
Chick Corea. He started going solo 
back in ‘73, still finding time for 
album dates with Paul Simon, San- 
tana and Aretha Franklin, and toss 
Ing in some composing and

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A FESTIVAL without dance would 
be only half a festival, so the direc- 
tor of the forthcoming Israel 
Festival, Gideon Pav, has made sure 
there will be no such shortage. 

He has engaged two of the most 
challenging American modern 
dance companies — the Twyla 
Tharp Dance Foundation and Kei 
Takei’s “Moving Earth’ — and is 
arranging a great “Stravinsky in 
Dance” event to celebrate the 
centenary of the composer's 
birth. To keep the balance even, he 
js also brifging an Indian dancer 
from New Delhi, Levla Sumsen, an 
expert in Bharata-Natram. 

The company that will have peo- 
ple talking is the Twyla Tharp com- 
pany. Ever since she founded her 
own group, she hax offended, in- 
wigued, delighted and confounded 
the public and the critics. Anna Kis- 
selgolf, New York Times, said her 
work encompasses “hoth childish 
lapses and the most cerebral and in- 
ventive choreography,” and added 
thal “when she is goud, she is ab- 
solutely tops."* Clement Crisp, 
Financial Times (London), has vail- 
ed her daring and described her 
“inimitable movement language™ as 
a mixture of “brilliant effects, 
kamikaze bravura, and sheer hell- 
for-leather energy, oll controlled, 
alert, sharpened to a razor-edge of 
technicul finesse in execution.” 

The Jatest news is that the Tharp 
company will present some of the 


_ most famous of the Tharp works — 


but only in Jerusalem (September 5) 
and Caesuren (September 9 sind 11). 
The probable reason is that Festival 
schedules do not allow for more — 
but it is easy enough for Tel Aviv- 
ἰδῆς to get to Caesarea, much 
easier than for Jerusulemiles to get 
to Tel Aviv. 

Programmes promised include 
The Bix Pleces. Uf given as first 
created it will have two phuses; the 
same dance set to two different 
scores — by Bix Beiderbecke und 
Haydn. In The Rags Suite, classics 
and jazz are juxtaposed: Mozart and 
Scott Joplin.

TELEREVIEW / Philip Gillon 


THE TELEVISION NEWS has 
been full of the comings and goings 
of Ambassador Philip Habib, ob- 
taining concessions from all and 
sundry, 85 he wraps up his package 
deal with the skill of a Middle East 
market bargainer. It seems almost 
cerlain that the long agony of the 
war ig coming to an end, apart from 
an odd exchange of fire here and 
there, The bulk of the PLO forces 
will end up in Syria, where, 1 trust, 
they will behave with perfect 
decorum.

wisdom can calculate the end. It has 
but one thing certain, and that is to 
Increase taxes.” So far, we have cer- 
tainly Bot the increased taxes, Let us 
pray that we will get other delights 
as well.

Yet there was a change: people 
managed to get their consciences 
under tight control, and did not feel 
bad about having a good time, 
Late one afternoon this week, for 
example, I sat with a tourist drink- 
ing iced coffee in a roadside cafe on 
Teddy Kollek’s mall that used to be 
Ben Yehuda Street. All around us 
surged crowds of brightly dressed 
people, chattering and laughing like 
cockatoos, abounding with joie de 
vivre. At that very moment some of 
the most savage bombing and shell- 
ing of the war was taking place in 
Beirut. The fighting was as remote 
from the mal{ as the revolution in 
Kenya. Nobody around us even 
mentioned the war, or wondered 
how Habib was getting on, or 
speculated about the nature of the 
peace. When the hour struck, 
nobody switched on a radio. 


PAINE’S theory about the un- 
predictability of war also applies to 
peace. How will it go? It will be 
wonderful indeed if all those of us 
who criticized the expansion of the 
war and the way it was conducted 
prove to be wrong. I would love to 
be compelled to eat my words, and 
to eat humble pie! How great it will 
be to have to apologize because the 
PLO disappear into the woodwork, 
and the Palestinians fold their tents 
and steal alway, and the wild stops 
raging at us to do something about 
them except kill them, and Arik 
Sharon should prove to be right! Of 
course, | don’t expect any of these 
things to happen. 

A Lebanese poet inverviewed on 
that Friday night magazine said that 
an Israeli soldier had told him that 
he, the soldier, had been surprised 
to discover that the Arabs were or- 
dinary human beings, he had ex- 
pected to find some sort of animals.

Thus atl the omens for a 
remarkable film were there. But, | 
muut confess, | was disappointed by 
the result. The development of the 
plot was too slow and subtle. At 
times the acting of Gita Monte 85 
the professor's wife seemed very 
stilted. The fault may be mine, my 
taste may have been corrupted by 
the innumerable thrillers that I have 
seen, but somehow Professor Krein 


seemed to be a period piece, rather" 


like a film of a Chekhov play. 


At one stage, were the wife tells 
her husband that his treachcrous 
student-friend-disciple Vadim had 
tried to kiss her in the street, and 
had lured her to the top of a 
building to undo her buttons and 
his, to the accompaniment of loud 
laughter from a group of children 
who followed them, I caught myself 
imitating the children. 

It was hard to understand why the 
diabolical KGB exercised such 
restraint, and did not simply burst 
into the apartment right away and 
arrest the professor. | gathered that 
the scoundrel Vadim was trying to 
persuade the professor to repudiate 
his liberal views because such a 
repudiation would save the scien- 
tifie project on which Krein, Vadim 
and their colleagues were engaged. 
Krein offered to have his name ex- 
cised from the papers, but this was 
not enough for Vadim. Then the 
KGB struck. 

Ilan Toren acted the harassed and 
tormented professor with skill and 
subtlety, conveying an impression 
of the wearing down of a man's 
spirit without his losing his will to 
resist, But the film lacked the force 
it should have had. 

Despite my reservations, | hasten 
to thank Israel Television for mak- 
ing such a film, and to repeat my 
frequently voiced plea for more and 
more and more indigenous dramas, 
comedies, thrillers and serials in 
Hebrew. Every show does not need 
to reach the standard of a great 
BBC product, like 1, Claudius. The 
BBC also produce some unsatisfac- 
tory wares. Israel has the talents: 
somebody should develop them. 


TUESDAY'S The Deadliest Season, 
a film about Ice hockey, did not 
hold out much promise when it 
began: [ expected something that 
would be run of the mill, and rather 
stupid. To my surprise, it turned 
inlo a first-class, very tense, tightly 
plotted, magnificently acted 
tragedy, Michael Moriarty, as the 
rather simple hockey player forced 
to play for blood to satisfy the 
ferocious crowds and the greedy 
capitalists running the game, gave a 
superb performance. | could not 
help wondering how Israel Televi- 
sion came to select this film. for us, 
but somebody deserves a pat on the 
back for discovering it. 

While on the subject of sport, ! 
must say that the vacation taken by 
Mabat Sport, on the ground that 
they have nothing to report these 
days, is one of the weirdest things I 
have come across in this bizarre 
land, I have always understood that, 
if journalists do not have news given 
to them, they go out and find il. The 
sports people could have used the 
closed season for soccer and basket- 
ball to bring us some of the other 
sports they always neglect. 

Still, [ hope that some day we will 


reach a state of bliss which will. 


enakle Haim Yavin lo announce in 
similar fashion that, there being no 
news, they are closing down Mabat 
for a few weeks, and going to the 
sea for a midnight swim. 


IT IS STILL with considerable 
suspicion that 1 am approaching 
several new series thal have come to 
our screens in recent weeks.

magical combination of tenderness

equal right to riches that are une- 
qually divided;, where wide open 
spaces are an essential dimension. 

The film's centre of gravity is 
Danilo, the son of an immigrant 
Yugostav steel worker. He first 
steps on American soil when he is 
12 and from that moment he refers 
to his country as “America,” an 
ideal, a dream, never as the " United 
States," a judicial, national entity. 
Danilo and his pals, Tom, the 
ladykiller and David, the son of a 
Jewish undertaker, grow up in East 
Chicago, play in the school 
orchestra, and court Georgia, 
serenading her under her window. 


Tom evades responsibilities by 
joining the army; and Danilo, after 
several clashes with his father, goes 
to college. 

“America is being tired to your 
bones and going to work," says the 
grim immigrant worker (splendidly 
played, by Hungarian actor Miklos 
Simon}, as he informs his son that 
after high school, he will have to go 
to work too. This is the answer to 
young Danilo's protest that now 
they are in America, and things are 
different, not like they were in the 
old country. 

As for the fourth friend, Georgia, 
once schoo! is over she starts her 
wandering, moving from one of the 
three boys to another, and always 
chasing her dream of being an

ONE OF THE Souths in a recent 
Indian tewms match used some 
Oriental obfuscation to bring home 
his four heart contract. But first 
let's look at what happened at Table 
One, where South, also in the heart 
game, got an opening lead: of the 
spade king. The trick was won in 
dummy and declarer, with four pos- 
sible losers, in sight, thought he 
might save one trick by finessing 
diamonds twice and discarding a 
losing club on the diamond aco, 
Winning the spade ace in dummy, 
he played the diamond four to his 
queen and West's king. Now West 
cashed the spade queen, noting that 
his partner had [followed high-low, 
indicating an even number of 
spades, probably four. West shifted 
to a low club, the deuce, lo 
partner's ace. 

West made a mistake when he 
won the second spade trick with the 
queen, He should have won with the 
jack, so East would know that his 
party also held the queen, and that 
declurer had a doubleton. But the 
play of the queen made East think 
West had started out with a 
doubleton, ‘so East tried to give 
partner ἃ γι, But it was South who 
tuffed and, with dinmonds es- 
tablished, made the contract, 

At the replay the contract’ was 
also made, but this time by crafty 
play.

between Europe and the Arab 
world, and has coveted autonomy 
for 13 centuries. It gained its in- 
dependence in 1943. 

The dominant element within the 
Lebanese Forces is Pierre 
Jemayel's Social Democratic 
Kataeb Party. Leave out the word 
“Phalangists” when talking to or 
about members of the Kataeb; they 
feject the implied association with 
Primo de Rivera's Spanish fascist 
party. 

The other components of the 
Lebanese Forces are three much 
smaller parties. Don'l call the Ahrar 
(National Liberation Party) the 
Tanzim or the Guardians of the 
Cedars “Phalangists" either. They 
will tell you that Kataeb means 
htkag, and they are only their al- 

es, : 

The majority of the fighters of the 
Forces are Christians — Greek 
Orthodox, Maronites and Catholics 
— but @ leading official of the 
Organization claims that some 30 
per cent ere Moslems and that what 
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motivates them is a free Lebanon 
and not sectarian superiority. 


SHIRAZ'S enlistment in the Forces 
was natural. Her father is a veteran 
member of the Kataeb and she was 
brought up to accept the party line. 
Although some of her friends were 
killed by the PLO and Syrians, she 
rejects the suggestion that she 
joined up to seek revenge. “We 
want our sovereignty back,” she in- 
sists. “That is what 1 am fighting 
for.” 

Arzi, 22, joined up seven years 
agy. Her father owns a metalworks, 
her mother is a seamstress, Her 
older sister was also a resistance 
fighter, but Icft recently to get mar- 
ried. Three brothers have not signed 
up. Arzi wants all foreigners out of 
her country. “And that means you 
Isrnelis too,” she says with a glint in 
her eye. “As soon as you've got the 
Syrians and Palestinians out!” 

Arai also insists thal personal loss 
had little to do with her decision to 
take up the cause. 


“No ‘one in my immediate family 
has been killed, thank God," she 
says, “although one of my cousins 
was badly wounded and he is not 
normal now." No, none of her 


friends was’ raped by Palesli- - 


nians or Syrians, although she has 
sturies of this kind to relate. 

She tells the tale of Hamet, a sm- 
all village in the north, where all the 
girls were dragged out and brutally 
raped in front of their fathers and 
brothers, She describes the abduc- 
tion by Syrian soldiers in 1978 of 
Lebanese girls who were never seen 
again. “No, { was not there," she 
says, “but villagers knew and saw."" 

Nonetheless, she insists that hate 
doesn’t come into it. She recoils-at 
the suggestion that the Kataeb 
might exact revenge in the same 
way and refuses to believe reporls 
that that is just what is taking place 
in some places in Lebanon right 
now. 

“It is true that now we are the 
strong ones and the Druse and the 
Matawali (Shi'ites) are afraid of us. 
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It is goad that they are afraid, wter 
ali they did to us. Hut we would 
never do such horrible things. 
Never. If they say we do, let them 
show proof.” - 

Te foreign journalists, probably 
the best-known woman in all 
Lebanon is Soraya. The 20-year-old 
Beiruti has the sparkling per- 
sonality, quick wit and striking 
features that made her an obvious 
choice for the public relations 
depart ment of the Lebanese Forces" 
operational division. Her father is 
dead, her mother: works at the 
Hotel de Dieu hospital. She is the 
eldest of three sisters. 

“I want only to be free,” she says. 
“To be able to move freely in my 
own country and not to have το 
suffer the indignity of being oc- 
cupied by foreigners." 


IT tS DIFFICULT to assess the 
military strength of the Lebanese 
Forces. Secrecy is paramount, The 
number of fighters usually quoted is 
20,000 allhough onc hears some 
widely differing estimates. 

Among these fighters ure about 
2,000 young women. Some 800 of 
them serve at the general henad- 
quarters and in various installations 
in Beirut; the rest are in camps and 
strongholds throughoul the 
Christian-dominated enclave that 
extends from the embattled capital 
to just south of Tripoii. 

Today, the girls are not front-line 
combatants, although they are cer- 
tainly in the front lines —. dis- 
tributing food to the men, gendering 
first aid, helping with weapon 
maintenance and ammunition supp- 
ly, and generally ‘turning 
everyihing upside ‘down by their 
mere presence."” 

During the early years of the 
struggle against the PLO and the 
Moslem militias and, later, the 
Syrians, women fought alongside 
the men, says Soraya, In 1975 alone, 
eight women died in combat. 

“1 joined the ranks in 1974, when 
I was 17,” says Shiraz. “Several girls 
1 knew were killed. In 1976, 13 of us 
were stationed in a building in the 
centre of Beirut, in Shehada. There 
were no men, just us. 11 was on im- 
portant position, but we asked to be 
given the responsiblility for it, Early 
one morning the PLO attacked with 
RPGs, grenades and Kalachnikovs. 
One girl was wounded in the arm, 
another hil in the spine. They at- 
tacked for six hours, until we killed 
their leader and they fled. We held 
the building." 

Was Shiraz afraid?. “OF course, 
Being afraid is normal, But what is 
more important is being able to con- 
trol your fear.” 

Jacqueline has been listening 
quietly. Now she tells her sory — 
about a Syrian assault on an outpost 
at Eyun Semaan, north of Beirut. 
Bight women and a dozen men were 
stuck in the snow for four days 
under withering enemy fire. She 
relates with obvious pride how with 
little food and ammunition but lots 
of resolve the tiny garrison held out 
until help arrived. 

There are many such stories 
about past exploits, and it is difficult 
to judge what in this growing canon 
of lore is fact, what is hyperbole. 

What is clear is thal today's 
- women serve in administrative and 
medical jobs, communications, 
transport, etc. They also maintain a 
high standard of training, in case 


S- they are required to return to the 


front lines, All new recruits learn to 
handle an assault rifle and hurl a 
grenade, crawl under. barbed wire, 
-roil, run, and use their bare hands-in 
self-defence. Training has now 
begun in schools at well, with 
children as young as 10 being taught 
the rudiments of weaponry. 


DISCIPLINE is not strictly en- 
forced from above, Sorays 
this is unnecessary, as 
cipline comes from inside.” Nabody 
salutes, except in the presence of 
their overall leader, Sheikh Bashir 
Jamuyel — the man most likely to 
hecume Lebanon's neal president. 
There are no ranks. 

“Ranks are not important,” she 
explains. ‘‘Roles are. Everyone 
knows what her job is, who is her 
superior and whom she commands. 
We are all one family and don’t 
need ranks on our shoulders for the 
system to work.” 

Discipline may come from within, 
but secrecy is strictly enforced. Two 
of the girls gave their full names’ but 
returned an hour later to beg that 
their surnames not be printed. 
Initially, no photgraphy of any kind 
was permitted, But eventually it was 
allowed to take photos as long as 
faces were nol distinguishable. 

One woman explained that she 
could not risk being photogruphed 
in uniform “because my relatives 
ure still in West Beirut and if the 
PLO see the picture they will cut 
them into pieces.” Another said she 
feared being killed if her photo were 
splashed across a newspaper page. 

Repeated requests for at least one 
full-face shot — one girl to repre- 
sent her 2,000 comrades — finally 
bore fruit. After much deliberation 
among the women themselves and 
consultations with higher officials, 
17-year-old Marlene was sclected to 
photographed in battle fatigues 
and toting her Kalchnikov. No,, she 
has no family in West Beirut. 


THE KATAEB girls to whom I 
apoke all appear to come from 
wealthy, or at least comfortably-off, 
middle-class families, Nineteen- 
year-old Micheline is typical. A slim 
blonde, with high cheekbones and 
four tiny gold and diamond studs in 
her pierced ears, she exudes an ex- 
pensive French scent, despite hav- 
ing just come from ἃ strenuous ses- 
sion of weapons training under a hot 
sun. Her father is a doctor. Her 
Peugeot waits outside the com- 
pound to, take her home al day's 
end. 

Although some out-of-town girls 
live in the neatly-appointed bar- 
racks, most of them sleep at home. 
Each receives 950 Lebanese pounds 
($190) os monthly pocket money. 
Some need this allowance, says 
Soraya, as her comrades are drawn 
from all the socio-economic strata 
and not only the rich. Many work 
part-time, contributing 2 per cent or 
more of their wages to the cause. 

Micheline explains thut the 
impression of well-to-do recruits is 
due to the fact that Lebanese Chris- 
tians are, on the average, better off 
than other communities in the 
country. Wealthy or nol, the girls 
arc rich in idealism. 

“1 joined two years ago because J. 
saw (hal others were dying to 
protect me and [ too had to make a 
contribution," declares Micheline. 

The dedication and intensity of 
these young women is truly 
remarkable. But something still 
bothers me. 1 read the Kalaeb oath 
of allegiance, which had been 
translated for me from the Arabic: 
“I swear by God and my honour to 
serve and be loyal to Lebanon and 
my party.” 

In a. country rent by 
denominational differences, a 
sociely fractured and fragmented 
beyond description, which comes 
first, | wonder: country or party? 

Toying with the gold cross hang- 
ing round her neck, Micheline does 
not hesitate. i 

“Lebanon! But the parly is im- 
portant, because only it can make | 
Lebanon what she should be." 0 


IT IS A balmy midsummer night. 
‘The radio announces fierce lighting 
in Beirut. Fur away from the war, 10 
men and eight women sit in a circle 
on the lawn of a villa in Ra’anana. 
Each of the men sports on his shirt αὶ 
live duisy mounted on a paper disc; 
inscribed un the disc are the words 
“Welcome home,” 

This is a reunion of “Assa’s 
forces,” the light-vehicle repair unit 
of the paratroopers. Mobilized on 
the first day of the war, they landed 
on the Sidon beach with the 
paratroopers and fought their way 
tu their eventual position in the hills 
overlooking Beirut. They were 
released after five weeks at the 
front, and though they are slated to 
return to reserve duty soon, it is 
lime now to celebrate having come 
home alive and well. 

Around the country, dozens of 
groups are holding similar gather- 
ings, even os battles rage in Beirut. 
The need to meet on home ground 
alter sharing an extreme experience 
is natural, but — like most reunions 
— the actual meeting is strange, for 
everything has changed, The men 
know the-smell of each other's πη. 
washed body, the way each one 
likes his food prepared, each man's 
reaction to danger, But that was in 
another world. Here they are in the 
centre of the country, dressed in 
civilian clothes, washed and clean- 
shaven, with ὑεῖς modishly-dressed 
wives, The front is far away, and it's 
no longer “just us guys”; there's no 
taking off your shoes or scratching 
your balls herc, and you have to 

watch your language in deference to 
the ladies, 

Perhaps for their wives' sakes, 
perhaps for their own, these 
Paunchy, thirtyish men talk as if 
they have been on an extended boy 
scouts’ camping expedition, In fact, 
any wife who has come expecting to 
be bricfed on the horrors of war, 
finally to be fet in on the secrets of 
the male experience, or to discover 
the ties that have bound these bud- 
dies in battle, is in‘for a letdown. 

There is a display of camaraderie 
among the men, byt their | 
awkwardness suggests thal the show ὦ 
of friendship is an claborate 
pretence, What united them then 
exists only in their memories; now 
they grope for new threads to link 
them. They seem torn between past 
and present, 

The women, grouped on one side 
of the circle, sit quietly, smiling 
politely. Occasionally someone 
picks ‘at the platters of nuts and 
seeds, traditional party fare. The 
cdnversalion meanders slowly 
among “safe” recotleciions, each 
man taking: his turn al jogging the 
collective memories of the others,

Gombrich to be 
Bezalel Fellow 


Post Art Editor 


NOTED ART historian and 
researcher Sir Ernst Gombrich. 
aulhor of The Story of Art and 
many other books, is to be made an 
Honorary Fellow of the Bezalel 
Academy, it was announced this 
week, But the ceremony will be 
held here only next May, 
Gombrich, born in Vienna in 1909, 
fled the Nazis in 1936, becoming a 
researcher at London's Warburg In- 
stitute.

Yaskiel’s search 
ABRAHAM YASKIEL shows 40 
“Masks in oll on canvas and 
carton, all executed during the past 
year, a show which splendidly sums 
up the results of the artist's search 
for perfection in design, found on 
vqual weighting of subject, form 
and colour. He may have taken his 
original idea from Polynesia but the 
cuntents are entirely his awn — the 
enigmatic title “My Persecutors" 
may suggest a psychological 
clement; individual musks represent 
the supernatural, macubre humour, 
moustache elongated into a ham- 
mer shaped appendage, grinning 
devils; foolish clowns; an equine 
fooking face, etc. — and ever up- 
permost the insistence on perfect 
design.

CHINESE-BORN American artist 
Tsai Wen-ying has crented a 
cybernetic Hannuku “lamp” with 
vibrating rods, now on display 
at the Israel Museum in the section 
devoted τὸ Hannukiot. The base of 
this unusual vibrating sculpture 
makes use of the lotus form, symbol 
of purity and spirituality. Not only 
art and science are brought together 
in this work but also Eust and West, 
says Tsai, a famous design engincer. 

The cods of the sculpture are ac- 


‘tivated by vibrators enclosed in the 


lotus base. The vibrations create 
movement the artist claims ure 
similar to these of anemones and 
water plants while strobe lighting 
ecentuates the undulating shapes. 
In addition, the rods are capped 
with iridescent diffraction disks 30 
that at different viewing points the 
light reflected back from the strobe 
offers the full spectrum. 
Tsai's lump sculpture is a model 
for a large outdoor work. The 
model was sponsored by the Cans 
dian Friends of the Israel Museum.

IN RICHARD ELLMAN'S 
biography vt James Joyce, standard 
sullafier-23 years. These is a curious 
photo. A square-jawed, thin-lipped, 
pugnacious young mun faces us at 
an angle, in an overcoat, stiff hat, 
burnished shoes and walking stick, 
against ἃ backdrop of tables and 
curtains. This is 20-year-old 
Stanislaus Joyce, three years Jumes 
junior, photographed in 1905 on his 
arrival in Trieste. He is plainty ill- 
composed in his floorwalker's garb. 
As Brother Jim's early apostle and 
“whetstone,” later his critic and 
“keeper,” James’ temperamental 
and physical complement cut an un-

My Brother's Keeper is a memoir 
of the Joyce brothers’ early years, 
closing with their 20s, Stanislaus 
had planned to extend it for at least 
another decade, so as to include the 
period which Ellman in his 
Introduction says “summed up his 
painful service and his sense of 

e," but he died too soon, 
Although referring primarily to this 
blank period, the less than apt title 
was retained, Originally published 
in 1958 (with photos), the present 
paperback (less photos) is doubtless- 
ly inspired by 1982 being the Joyce 
centennial year, as far as I'm aware, 
almost a total non-event in Israel, 
except for a showing of Strick's 
Ulysses af the Jerusalem Cinema- 
theque, introduced by the [rish am- 
bassador, (New York celebrated 
Bloomsday — June 16th — with a 
marathon reading of Ulysses selec- 
tions at a Broadway theutre which 
was broadcast nationally on public 
radio; I heard something about 
Dublin publicly acknowledging her 
fotable béle noire this past Blooms- 
day, with, among other things, a 24- 
hour-long broadcast of Ulysses on 
RTE. Where are the Blooms of Kib- 
butz Snir: the yekkeyears of Kfur 
Blum?) 

It is a very fine shot by Faber ἄς

a-lifetime was to establish 
emotional and ‘intellectual distance 
between himself and Jumes.

him fully in this matter of opinion 1 
cannot be expected to like it." 

This book, written at the end of 
his life, surpasses the wistful 
poignancy of this adolescent summ- 
ing up; it is Stunislaus's attempt to 
clear the boards, if not with James 
then with posterity. A professor of 
English (in Trieste, where he settled 
for life), in later years distant from 
Jumes and critical of Fianegarns 
Wake, Stanislaus makes a bid for 
rightful “credit” for originality, for 
his usefulness to Jumes in honing his 
art and thought, and (whal never 
gol written) for his important role in 
“keeping" his brother from destroy- 
ing himself through drink and dis- 
sipation. 


AS ELLMANN notes in his 
biography, Stanislaus tended to take 
James’ notions to their logient, less 
subtle, more extreme conclusions. 
James, in exile, made a few Irish 
forays; Stanislaus never ‘once 
returned to his homeland, James, of 
course, left the church but retained 


his respect for its world system; 
Stanislaus delights at every oppor 
tunity in debunking both the 
Church and its “snooping Jesuils' 
and its founding model: “Jesus was 
never in any real sense a son of his 


- father, or a brother, or a husbund, 


or himself a father, or a worker, or u 
citazen, and since the difficult, all- 
important, adolescent years of his 
life are veiled in complete mystery, 
the example he set for imitation is of 
no earthly dse to anybody, except 
perhaps to some half-crazy 
anchorite."* 

One would be hard-pressed to 
decide which animus, against the 
Church, his father (“My father, as 
usual, behaved like a fool), or 
Ireland ("Unmarried mothérs had 
better be dead than alive ‘in the 
greenest of isles... For the} most 
part, women do not interest 
Irishmen except as streetwalkers 
and housekeepers") dominates. If 
not, finally, all that original, 
Stanislaus commands interest for 
-his integrity and vigour, though one 
man’s vigour may well be another's 
virulence. 


OF DEEPER interest, perhups, is 
Stanislaus’ account of how Jumes 


. Mined Stanislaus (without much 


recognition of how he mined 
everyone else as well) for material. 
Apparently James would read 
through his brother's diary at will, 
borrowing from it at his pleasure, 
Similarly, James read and tore up 
Stanislaus’ school essays “without 
compliments," but appropriated no- 
tions — like the “ugly, misshapen 
Jesus” in Stephen Hero — for his 
work. Most of the stories in The 
Dubliners — “Grace,” “vy Day in 
the Committee Room," “A Painful 
Case,” “The Dead” among them — 
are traced to descriptions, hints, 
materials originating with 
Stanislaus. 

Stanislaus does not begrudge the 


role he played in serving 88 grist to - 


his brother's art, Indced, he calls his 
diary “unpromising material,” and 
of the letter wherein he described 
“Ivy Day” tht “it never entered my 
mind that there might δὲ material 
for a story in all that many-faceted 
squalor.” However the tack of 
gratitude rankled all his life. James 
wrote him out of the final version of 
A Portratt of the Artist, prefersing a 


Stephen Dedilus bereft of any sup- 
port wilhin the family. He promiyed 
to dedicate She Dubliners to him — 
and didn't, James read in his 
beother’s diary aun attempt to 
recreale the though’s of a man go- 
ing to sleep, bul he credited the ob- 
secure Dujardin with the germ of his 
Stream of consciousness technique 
for Uiysses. Stanislaus’ memoir is at 
bottom, then, a claim for some 
“small credit” which James never 
acknowledged and seemed 
characterislically τὼ disavow. Of 
less ingerest, of course, than his 
private brief are the clues he offers, 
io the creative genesis of his 
brother’s work. His case, however, 
does not lack force. 

Stanislaus’ major claim, that he 
prevented James from drinking 
himself into oblivion aver a period 
of ten years, never got documented. 
Ellmann's judgment is to the con-- 
trary: behind the drinking exploits 
and dissipation a private discipline 
was operative so that when James 
and Stanislaus later moved in 
Separate orbits, James' creative im- 
pulse was not deflected. The am- 
biguous evidence for both view- 
points is invevitably finnegans 
Wake, ᾿ 


IRONICALLY, the present volume 
has: something to say about the 
source of all the stories in The 
Dubliners except the Joyce work best 
known. lo thousands of young 
Israelis (courtesy of the Ministry of 
Education) — “Eveline,” that bit- 
lersweet of the bagrut (and, inciden- 
tally, the unacknowledged source of 
a complete episode of TV's Upstairs, 
Downstairs).

The proof of the validity of this 
definition of teaching is less in what 
the memoirists say than in who they 
are. All are respected or even emi- 
nent in their own fields, and, conse- 
quently, speak convincingly for the 
claim that good teaching ultimately 
cannot be reduced to a how-to list 
of rules, but must spring from an it- 
reducible dedication to culture. 
“This js riot to say that the book 


dogs not contain a number of 
specific insights for the asplring 
leacher. Pointers on when to be 
harsh and when to be lax, when to

’ tions take their course, when to 


spell out the issue and when to let 
students discover it themselves, 
surface throughout the book. 

The book will be of interest only 
to those who are teachers or stu- 
dents, or to those who were 
decisively shaped at some point in 
their lives by a profound transmitter 
of culture.

On September 27, 1939, Warsaw 
surrendered tu the Germans. By 
October 4, Aditm Czerninkowski 
was ordered by the Gestapo to set 
up a Jewish Council, whose duties 
would be to rubber-stamp and 
facilitate the final solution for the 
Jews of Warsaw. In November, a 
census showed that there were 
359,827 ‘Jews in the city. By 
January, Jewish property was 
ordered to be registered, so that it 
would be easicr to plunder it. 
Congregational worship and ritual 
slaughter were forbidden, so that 
the Jews would be systematically 
stripped of their traditions. Edict 
followed edict tu progressively 
dehumanize and degrade. 

On November 13, 1940, the War- 
saw Ghetto was sealed. A census in 
January 1941 showed that another 
20,000 Jews had been forced into it, 
In the next two months, 72,000 
More were squeezed in, By May, 
the population of the Ghetto had 
risen to 430,000. 


DURING the pre-deportution 
phase, prior to July 22, 1942, the 
food ration averiged 800 calories, 
consisting, according to Emmunuel 
Ringelblum of patatoes, brend wid 
ersatz fat. ΠῚ was grossly deficient in 
vitamins, and low in protein, mostly 
of vegetable origin.

HUNGER DISEASE: Studies by the 
Physiclans of the Warsaw Ghetto,

and pediatrics of the Czyste Jewish 
hospital in the Ghetto conducted a 
series of observations and studics on 
hunger disease under the auspices 
of 28 of the best physicians 
available, Of these, seven survived, 
Most of the others were deported 
and killed in Auschwitz or 
Treblinka, Two committed suicide. 

The studies attempted to answer 
certtin questions, in a very clinicul. 
matter-of-fact manner: whick dis- 
ΘΗ ΟΝ are most communly as- 
sociated with hunger discuse, and 
which, more rarely? How enn spon- 
tancous recoveries be explained? 
What cuuses the edema {water swel- 
ling), marasius (dry wasting). 
tetany (musele-twilehing, wrist and 
ankle inturning, cramps and con- 


vulsions) and premature ageing? 


What is the mechanism of death? 

Between November 1940 and 
July 1942, 43,000 people starved to 
death in the Ghetto. Of these, 70 
adult clinic patients, 40 children, 
and 30 private patients were studied 
intensively. 

On July 22, with 380,000 still alive 
in the Ghetto, the Gestapo ordered 
the “deportation to the East" of 
about 250,000 men, women and 
children. The Jewish Council was 
required to make the “selection.” 
At this point, Adum Czerniakowski 


was unable any longer to preside 
over the destruction of his people, 
and he committed suicide. 

The Jewish police were responsi- 
ble, with whip and gun, for rounding 
up the mostly apathetic victims at 
the notorious Umschlagplatz. 
Shortly after the round-ups began, 
2,000 policemen with their families 
were also ‘selected.’ At the 
Umschlag, some managed to bribe 
the corrupt guards, and for 100 
zlotys per head, they could buy 
themselves out temporarily, Szmerl- 
ing. “the hangman with a whip," 
head of the Jewish police at the 
Umschtagplatz, personally tore the 
badges off the policemen who saved 
Jews, which was a sentence of 
death. He also supervised the 
behaviour of (he nurses, because 
they were ullowing people ta avoid 
the selection without paying money. 


THE MANUSCRIPT of the study 
was placed for safe-keeping with 1 
Polish physician Prof. Orlowski ut 
Warsaw University, who buried it, 
Perhaps this quiulifies him as a 
righteous gentile? Dr. Apfelbaum, 
one of the physicians involved in (he 
study, recovered it in 1946, only to 
die of a heart attack shortly after. 
The papers lay neglected until 1966, 
when Dr. Leonard Tushnet 
published a summary of them in his 
hook, The Uses of Adversity. Finally, 
in 1977, a copy of the manuscript 
was taken to the U.S. and 
translated. 

During the five to six months of 
the study, many details of hunger 
disease were painstakingly 
recorded, They show that victims

THIS IS an unhappy book, but 
despite the scientific formalism, a 
desperately humane concern shines 
through.

Those who died of hunger disease 
were mainly the destitute, the dis- 
placed the ‘illegals’ (without work or 
ration cards}, fatherless fnmilies. 
single women, the old, the infirm, 
the crippled, the lost or abandoned 
shildren. Most of these slept in the 
Streets, in all weather, often 
without clothing or shoes, to say 
nothing of food, begging. starving 
and dying anonymously. 

As a physician and psychiatrist 
reading this all too clinical wevount 
of starvation, 1 could not help but 
feel that its objectivity drained. the 
pain and reality from it.
